$78,000,000 has been spent, of which only 
?23,000,000 were put upon tho canal 
proper, the charges upon the company a 
home and the probable extravagance o. 
its projectors amounting to a great sum 
of money. 
It Seems that $2:5,000,000 


were spent in merely cutting off tho 
wood and talcing outstumps on the c.-m.V 
lino. French people have put, of their 
earnings, into this enterprise tho extra- 
ordinary amount of $120,000,000, and 
the canal will probably cost at least 
$200, 000, 000, The company ia already 
anticipating the need of money, and 
about to borrow §120,000,000. 


Everybody must desire to see this 


great enterprise put through, and if it is 
feasible the French will derive their 
chief glory on this continent from tho 
event. The Suez canal was a co.upara- 
tively easy job, and it has already 
changed the commercial routes and con- 
ditions of the world. But there had 
been at le:ust two canals across the bth- 
mus of Sue/ lioforo the French built :hu 
present one. Nature strained her sides 
to mukc an. isthmus like that of Darien 
or Panama, but left to man the most her- 
culean job he has ever yet set at. Tho 
building of the Chinese wall was merely 
a matter of absolute government, OIX.T- 
ating upon an extraordinary number of 
subjects, whose task was as simple as 
house-building. The principal railroads 
of tho world have had but pigmy tasks 
to do compared to the inter-oceaniu sluice. 


It, is true that tho AJ»s have beeo 


pierced two or three times for railroads, 
but the amount of cubic feel required 
to be removed for a more hole of tho 
size of a passenger train is insignificant 
compared to removing tho hills them- 
selves, which, starting at twenty feot. 
«oon rise to forty feet, and then reach 
yrO feet. For about four miles they run 
Ihrough hilJs of that height, and then 
proceed to take away hills more than 
three-fifths of tho height of Washing- 
ion monument. — "Gtith" in Cincinnati 
Enquirer.
